George Byelich, coordinator of an AuSable River 
Study suggested that the AuSable River Watershed 
Study Council coordinate management of the AuSable 
River Basin. 

This was Byelich’s recommendation at a requiar 
meeting of the AuSable River Watershed Study Council 
meeting, Tuesday, November 19. 

He gave many management suggestions which 
ranged from using a reservation system for camp use 
along the river to updating the Green Belt Zoning 
Ordinance. He also suggested the Department of 
Natural Resources hire a person to supervise the 
management. 

Mr. Byelich coordinated the study as an employee 
of the Northeast Michigan Regional Planning and 
Development Commission. 

The Department of Natural Resources and the 
University of Michigan also participated in the study. 
The University completed a study of user conflicts 
about a year ago. The Department of Natural Resources 
nad just released their biological report. Byelich’s 
written report will be available sometime in December. 

In other business, the AuSable River Watershed 
Siudy Council commended Mr. Clarance Wesseiing of 
Allegan, Michigan for the stream bank improvement 
that he did on his property. He owns property on the 
South Branch of the AuSable River. He worked with the 
Agriculture Stabilization and Conservation Service,

“A Pubiic information meeting will be held on the Manistee 
Campgrounds 1 & 2 development on December 4, 1974 at 7:30 p.m., 
in the Crawford County Building,” states Jeremy Jones, Chairman 
of the Crawford Resource Conservation and Development (RC&D): 
Committee. “This is a joint venture of the Michigan Department of 
Natural Resources, the Huron Pines RC&D, and the Crawford- 
Roscommon Soil Conservation District," he continued. Assistance 
is also sought from the Crawford County Road Commission. 

The purpose of the meeting will be to discuss the Manistee 
Campgrounds 1 & 2 proposed site improvement program and to 
allow the public to make their suggestions on the campground 
project. 

The campgrounds are located on ihe Manistee River south of 
County Road 612, six iniles west of Frederic. 

The proposed improvement project calls for moving a county 
road back from the river to help prevent streambank erosion. 
Further work to control erosion includes stabilizing the 
streambanks by such methods as log jam revetments and 
vegetation. The vegetation work, including such things as sodding, 
seeding and planting of trees, is to control erosion and to 
discourage foot traffic on the riverbanks. The campground will be 


developed into three (3) separate campground areas; two areas for 


canoe camping and one for vehicular camping.

“Certified industrial Park” certificate from {he Michigan Department 
of Commerce. Shown presenting the award to Mayor Derek E. 
McEvers and City Manager Jerry Morford is Robert Stevens, 
Chairman of the Michigan Professional Industrial Development 
Association, who ¢o-sponsors the award with the Department of 
Commerce. The award is based on the park's physical features as 
weil as certain amenities which must earn it sufficient points 
toward certification. 

Stevens stated: “This program ts unique in the United States 
and is designed to assure a potential industrial prospect that a 
‘Certified Park’ is a fully serviced Industrial Park and not just a 40 
acre field with no utilities or services.” Stevens also stated that

raceive ihe distinction: cf having a Industrial Park’, 
although Alpena has qualified for its second and Gaylord and 
Cheboygan, their first, and should receive their Certificates in the 
near future.

So what's ina judge's name? 


If you want to be a judge in 
Michigan, it Sure helps to have a 
good political name. The Nov. 5 
election proved that. 

Just look at the stable of judicial 
candidates the voters selected for the

second highest judicial tribunal! if the 
state—fellows named Maher, Cava- 
nagh, Kelly, Walsh, Kaufman and 
Holbrook, for exampie. 

How Sullivan lost is mystifying, 
but he did. So did another Kaufman. 

At the same time as these lesser 
known individuals were being garbed 
by the voters in judicial prominence, 
Frank J. Kelley was being elected 
attorney general for the umpteenth 
time, and Thomas M. Kavanagh was 
being elected to a statewide legal 
post for the umpteenth-plus time. 

Maybe the new Judges Maher, 
Cavanagh, Kelly, Walsh, Kaufman 
and Holbrook will prove themselves a 
credit to the judicial profession; let 
us ali hope so. 

Maybe the winners with the easy 
names were all much better qualified 
than their opponents who lost out 
either in November or in the August 
primary; by most measures, this was 
not universally the case. 

The point is that when you get right 
down to it, the people are really pretty 
poor judges of judges in the first 
instance. Faced with the problem, 
the voter usually will go for the 
favorably known name—whether it 
belongs to a former governor, for 
example; or to a family tong in 
political prominence, for another 
example; or whether it sounds tike it 
would go well with the title “Judge” 
in front of it, for ancther example. 

And if the voter confuses one guy 
named Jones with another of a same 
or similar name who has long been 


held in good standing by the 
populace, then it's an skin off the 
nose of the winning candidate. 


Sometimes such winning judges even 
prove out to be half-way capable; 
sometimes even that's debatable. 

I'll admit you can get good judges 
by ejection, as weii as duds by 
appointment, but appointment of 
judges by the chief executive seems 
to make a fot more sense to me. 

And while I'm in the ballot reform 
mood, we ought to do something 
about election of state educational 
board members, too—like scrap the 
whole idea.

members of the state board of 
education (if indeed we even need 
such a board at this peint in our 
educational development}, and most 
definitely anpointment of members of 
the governing boards of Michigan 
Sinte University, Wayne State Uni- 
versity and University of Michigan. 

We now have appointment of 
trustees at the other state colleges 
and universities--Central, Western, 
Eastern and Northern, for example, 
along with Ferris, Grand Valley, etc. 

But we elect the governing boards 
of the big three universities. Why? 
Does partisan election better serve 
the cause of education in East 
Lansing, Ann Arbor and Detroit than 
it does in Big Rapids, Marquette and 
Allendale? 

And where does a non-partisan, 
who may have much to offer, go to 
serve education? 

In the case of Gordon Reithmiller, 
former president of Olivet College 
who has been servina on the State 
Buard of Education, he has to wait for 
a vacancy so @ governor in a non- 
partisan fit of sanity can appoint him 
to ‘the board. 

Reithmiller’s appointed term ex- 
pired this year, but he was not 
nominated by either Republican or 
Democratic conention, although it is 
generally acknowledged that he ser- 
ved well and honorably on the state 
board. 

So Gov. Milliken has re-appointed 
him to another vacancy beginning in 


January. And the State will be served: 


by Reithmiller’s continued participa- 
tion. 

But the rest of the boards are 
partisan creations~—although to, the 
credit of most of those who have 
served through the years at the three 
universities, they have generally not 
let partisanship govern...at least, out 
in the open. 

Why should a Nixon Jandstide or a 
Watergate. affect who controls the 
University of Michigan board of 
regents? Obviously they should not; 
but they have and will. 

Election to the university boards 
invariably follows the top of the 
ticket, either Republican or Demo- 
crat. This is not good for the schools, 
nor for education, in my opinion, and 
the system should be changed. 

Neither system is perfect, of 


course; but in this situation, | think 
appointment to university governing 
boards—not partisan nomination and 
statewide election—is a much pre- 
ferred method.

DEADLINE FOR PROPERTY 
TAX REBATE EXTENDED. 

A third extension of the 
deadline for filing for 1973 
property tax rebates to Novem- 


ber 30 has been announced, The’ 


extension was granted in re- 
sponse to a sudden rush of 
applicants as the November 15 
deadline anproached. 

The first deadline was ex- 
tended by 90 days when it 
became apparent that as many 
as 300,000 taxpayers had not 


filed. It was extended a second © 


time to November 15, 

Most of those who have not 
filed appear to be in the lower 
income brackets - often renters 
- who did not have to file state 
income tax returns in the past. 

The State Treasury said it was 
halding to a November 30 
deadline because it was neces- 
sary to avoid overlap and 
confusion next month. 

Persons on a fixed income - 
especially those living on Social 
Security - who know by early 
December what their income for 
the year has been and who know 
what their property tax burden 
comes to can file in December 
for an early rebate on their 1974 
taxes. 

The Office of Intergovern- 
mental Relations is spreading 
the word to local units of 
government through the Michi- 
gan Townships Association, the 
Michigan Association of Coun- 
ties and the Michigan Municipal 
League.

The new WCML-TV, Channel 
6, studio/transmitter building 
will be erected on a site within 
the Thunder River Bay State 
Forest, about nine miles north 
of Atlanta in Montmorency 
County. 

Designed by John LaLonde, 
CMU Physical Plant architect, 
the two-story facility will con- 
tain first floor garage, engineer- 
ing and studio spaces and a 
second floor bunkroom and 
dining area.

Violations of this ordinance are a misdemeanor_and may be 
punished by a fine not to exceed one hundred dollars ($100) 
together with costs of prosecution or imprisonment in the county 
jail or such place of detention as the court may prescribe, for a 
period not to exceed ninety days, or said tine, costs of prosecution, 
and imprisonment, at the discretion of the court.
